AMENDMENT 





In the said rules after rule 5, the following rule shall be inserted, namely,- 


“Rule 5-A: Procedure for collection of State levies and grant of Import 
Permits for foreign liquor. 


On receipt of an application from Managing Director A.P. Beverages 
Corporation Limited, for Import of Foreign Liquor into India any Prohibition 
and Excise Officer not below the rank of the Assistant Prohibition and Excise 
Superintendent especially authorized by the Commissioner may, after such 
enquiry as he may consider necessary and being satisfied that there is no 
objection to issue Import Permit applied for, issue the permit under his 
signature and seal, subject to the following conditions, namely:- 


(1) That the import fees has been paid and the challan in original 
produced in token of having credited into the Government treasury 
as notified by the Government from time to time on the Foreign 
Liquor to be imported. 


(2) That the stickers of each variety of Foreign Liquor sought to be 
imported by the applicant are those approved by the Commissioner”.
